STATEMENT RELATING TO STATE7AIDAIG 
HIGHWAYS IN TOWN OF SALISBURY. 
Under Chapter 29 of the Laws of 1899, towns are required 
to raised one-fourth of one per cent of their valuation for main- 
tenance of roads, provided, however, that no town is required 
to raise an amount exceeding $50 per mile of road. The valu- 
ation of the town for 1908 and the actual mileage of roads in 
each town cannot be definitely stated at this date hence the 
amounts opposite ‘‘A” and ‘‘C” below are approximate only. 
Subject to the above statement, the following amounts relate 
to the above-named town: 
A. Amount required to be raised under the 
laws of 1899, one-fourth of one per cent $834 78 
B. Additional amount if town applies for state 


aid. 166 50 


C. ‘Total minimum amount required to be raised 
for highway purposes if town applies for 
state aid $1,001 28 
If no application for state aid is made in 19038, the town is 
required under Section 3 of Chapter 35, Laws of 1905, to set
